The remains of the deceased were deposited 
in the cemetery on Saturday, Feb'y 4th, the 
anniversdry of Madoo’s big fire, to which the 
rapid decline in health of the deceased ix 
greatly due. 

Mr. Wilson leaves a widow and two sons — 
the sons being engaged in the drag business, 
one at Cobourg, the other in this village, — 
to mourn his low, who have the sincere 
sympeby of a large circle of friends fn thie 
the sad hour of their bereavement.

LEAP YEAR. 


A HISPORTIOTL SK ETOH—INTRR ESTING FACT 
AND FIGURES, 


Another ieap year has begun. ‘The 
numbers of the new year, 1888, ean be 
divided by four without a remainder, 
and Julius Caesar commands us to take 
an extra day to every year of which can 
ve so divided. “Imperial Caesar, dead 
and turned to clay,” is still Jord of the 
calondar,and every man in Christendom 
will obey him on the last day of next 
February. But for a Casar, we should 
consider the month ended at midnight 
on the 28th ; but he aaid, “No ; Febro- 
ary shall have another day this year,” 
and we shall all obey him, dead though 
he be. 

Only a pope could contradict a Cawar. 
Pope Gregory XILL. who rectified the 
calendar of Julius Cosar in 1582, com- 
manded us (among other things) to 
make an occasional exception to Casar’e 
ruling. ‘Tho Julian calendar made the 
year a little Jonger than the sun mado 
it and the excess amounts in four hun- 
dred years to three days. To ‘rectify 
hie error Pope Gregory decreed—and 
all Christondom excopt Russia has 
adopted the reform calendar—that the 
centennial yeare, eueh as 1600, 1700, 
1800, shall be leap yeare only when 
they can be evenly divided by 100. 
Thus the year 1900 will not be a leap 
year, but the year 2000 will be. Thus 
the excess of three days in every 400 
years will be avoided. 

In #pite of this ingenious system of 
rectification, the average year is stil] too 
long by twenty-six seconds. The earth 
gete round the sun twenty-six seconds 
sooner than the Pope’s calendar allows : 
and this excess, in 3,323 years would 
amount toa whole day. Astronomers 
do not distress themselves about an 
error of aday in. so long a _ period. 
Nevertheless, to reduce the error to an 


almost inealeulable minimum it is sug- 


gested by Prof. Woolhouse that the 
years divisible by 4,000 shall also be 
common years. With that change, the 
total error would be only about one day 
in 24,000 years.

Mr. O'Fiynn explained the efforts pat for:

Ry tho erection ofa High 
School this would be saved, as well as the 
services of one teacher in the Common School, 
effecting thereby a saving of some $300. Ho

the present.

IMPORTANT TO FARMERS. 


PROTECTION FROM BUSH FIREA—— (UN TEREST 
ON MORTGAGES. 

Torowto, Feb. 20.—Mr. French has 
introduced two important measures in 
the legislature. One of these deals 
with the question of bush fire protection 
It provisles that the township councils 
shall appoint annually guardians of bush 
fires. It shall be the duty of these 


guardians to-examine the surroundings * 


of any place proposed te be.sot'on- fire 
for cleaning purposes, and give er not 
give, as they deem prudent, permission 
to tho person so applying for their con- 
sent. Any person who sets fire to any 
place specified in the bill without .ask- 
ing or getting the consent of the fire 
guardians shall be prima facie respon- 
sible for any damage that may be done 
to his neighbor's property. The other 
bill is to amend the law respecting 
mortgages, It abolishes the law as it 
now #tanda respecting the penalty in- 
flicted on a mortgagor who does not 
make his payment on the day specified 
in the instrument. Aa the law is now 
& mortgagor who is in default for even 
three days, may be compelled by the 
mortgagee to either give six months’ 
notice or pay the interest for six months 
in advanec.
